Girl Kills Self Rather Than Make Dog Pay for Her Illicit Night 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (A P)—Linda 
M arie Ault killed herself, police 
said Tuesday, rather than mak­ 
ing her mongrel dog, “ Beauty,” 
pay for her night with a m ar­ 
ried man. 
“ I killed her. I killed her. It’s 
just like I killed her myself,” 
Detective Ronald Cromer quot­ 
ed her grief-stricken father as 
saying. 
“ I handed her the gun. I 


didn’t think she would do any­ 
thing like that.” 
The 21-year-old Arizona State 
University coed died in a hospi­ 
tal Monday of a gunshot wound 
in the head. 
Cromer and Detective Dan 
Rodriguez quoted her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Ault, of 
Tempe, as giving this account: 
Linda went to a dance in 
Tempe Friday night. When she 


hadn’t returned by 3 a. m ., the 
Aults called a friend. She told 
them Linda had left the dance 
with a man. 
When Linda came home at 
9:30 a. m. Saturday, she told 
her parents she had spent the 
night with a lieutenant from 
Williamr Air Force Base, and 
had been intimate with him. 
The Aults told her they want­ 
ed her to m arry him. They 


called the lieutenant and establ­ 
ished that he was married. 
On Sunday morning, the Aults 
sat in the kitchen with Linda, 
and decided on a punishment 
that would “ wake Linda up.” 
Ault, a gas company employe, 
told her she was to kill thr black 
mongrel dog she had owned 
about two years. 
The three went into the desert 
about 
100 
yards 
from 
their 


home, Linda leading “ Beauty” 
on a leash, and Ault his own 
dog. 
They had the girl dig a shal­ 
low grave. 
KILL HER DOG 
Ault loaded his .22 caliber re­ 
volver with seven rounds, and 
left the ham mer on an empty 
chamber. 
“ I told her just to pull the 
hammer back and pull the trig­ 


ger,” Ault said. 
He walked about 50 feet away 
and tied his dog to a bush, leav­ 
ing Mrs. Ault to hold “ Beauty.” 
As Mrs. Ault held the dog, 
Linda pointed the pistol at her 
pet, 
and 
the 
mother 
looked 
down at the dog. She moved the 
gun away. The mother thought 
she was stalling. 
The girl then placed the pistol 
to her right temple and fired. 


“ My 
G o d , 
My 
God,” 
scream ed the mother. She shot 
herself.” 
The girl was taken to a hospi­ 
tal, where she died Monday 
morning. 
Police said there were no 
charges that 
could 
be filed 
against the parents except pos­ 
sibly cruelty to animals. 
The father declined to talk to 
a reporter Tuesday.

Seoul Hits 
U.S. Talks 
With North 


SEOUL (AP) — The tempo of 
official protest against secret 
U.S. negotiations with the North 
Koreans for the return of the 
USS Pueblo increased Tuesday 
night. The National Assembly 
adopted a resolution expressing 
“ national indignation” 
at the 
negotiations. 
Park Choon-kyoo, chairm an of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
told the assembly that South Ko­ 
rea was being shut out of the 
talks at the arm istice town of 
Panmunjom on subjects of vital 
concern to the country. 


GROWING CONCERN 
Park’s rem arks and the as­ 
sembly’s action reflected grow­ 
ing government concern over 
the U.S. handling of the current 
crisis. They followed closely a 
protest note P rem ier Chung II- 
kwon handed U.S. Ambassador 
William J. Porter on the secret 
talks. 
The assembly’s resolution in­ 
sisted that the recent attem pt 
by North Korean commandos to 
assassinate 
President 
Chung 
Hee Park was m ore important 
to South Korea than North Ko­ 
rea’s seizure of the Pueblo, a 
communications ship. 


PUNITIVE STEPS 
The 
assembly 
resolution 
asked the government to take 
“ punitive m easures, if neces­ 
sary alone” against Communist 
provocations such as the at­ 
tempt to assassinate Park. 
It suggested that “ military re­ 
prisals would be the best meas­ 
ures” since North Koreas “do 
not stick to diplomatic agree­ 
ments.” 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
troops using tanks and armored 
cars early Wednesday overran 
and occupied a U.S. Special 
Forces cam p near Khe Sanh, 
South 
Vietnamese 
military 
headquarters reported. 
There was no immediate word 
whether the fighting at the Lang 
Vei Green Beret camp repre­ 
sented the start of a long-ex­ 
pected m ajor offensive by four 
or five North Vietnamese divi­ 
sions massed along the north­ 
west frontier of South Vietnam. 
If the South Vietnamese re­ 
port is confirmed, it marks the 
first time that the Communists 
have been known to use tanks in 


State Budget 
Won't Reach 
$2 Billion 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Gov. 
Shafer and his staff put the 
finishing touches Tuesday to a 
1968-69 fiscal year budget which 
it was reliably reported, would 
remain barely below the $2 bil­ 
lion level. 
Shafer is to unveil his new 
spending plan for the 12 months 
beginning July 1 to a joint ses­ 
sion of the House and Senate at 
1 p. m. Wednesday. There will 
be no live television or radio 
coverage. 
The legislature agreed to in­ 
terrupt its extended recess for 
one day to receive the budget a 
month ahead of the original 
timetable set down by the ad­ 
ministration. 


CONVENTION 
Plans call for the lawmakers 
to quit again until March 4 aft­ 
er the W’ednesday session to 
permit the Constitutional Con­ 
vention to conclude its work in 
the House cham ber by Feb. 29 
without a space conflict. 
While the administration was 
guarding the specifics of the 
spending plan as top secret, un­ 
impeachable sources stated flat­ 
ly the budget would not exceed 
$2 billion as had been widely 
anticipated. 
This, in itself, would repre­ 
sent quite a feat since the cur­ 
rent budget for the period end­ 
ing June 30 amounts to $1.794 
billion and the administration 
has fixed 
m andated spending 
for the new fiscal year at $178 
million. 


AUSTERE 
Knowledgeable 
sources 
said 
any new budget which remained 
under the $2 billion level would 
have to be classified as an 
austere docum ent which em ­ 
phasized holding the spending 
line. 
To do this, it was said, the 
adm inistration’s budget 
archi­ 
tects would have to frame the 
spending program within the 
expected revenue levels and cut 
accordingly. 
Past practice generally has 
been to add up the spending, 
compare it with available tax 
collections 
and proceed from 
there. 


NO NEW TAXES 
Shafer already has publicly 
declared that he would propose 
no new taxes this year. 
Moreover, he told the General

day. It was the second enemy 
MIG downed in two days and 
the 107th of the war. 
U.S. air power also was called 
in near the Lang Vei battle ear­ 
ly Wednesday. B52 bombers hit 
enemy concentrations northwest 
of Khe Sanh. 
The Lang Vei camp, manned 
by U.S. advisers and four com­ 
panies of V ietnam ese civilian ir­ 
regulars, is about halfway be­ 
tween Khe Sanh village and the 
Laotian boarder and about IV* 
miles west of the Marine com­ 
bat base at Khe Sanh. U.S. offi­ 
cers had believed the camp 
would be especially vulnerable 
to enemy assault. 


The U.S. Command said the 
Lang Vei defenders came under 
m ortar and artillery fire just 
before midnight Tuesday. 
An 
hour later, a spokesman said, 
the camp was “ under heavy 
ground attack.” 
As the enemy pushed through 
the cam p’s perim eter, the de­ 
fenders, aided by artillery and 
tactical air strikes, engaged in 
close-quarter fighting from their 
bunkers. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters said seven enemy tanks and 
arm ored cars, supported by a r­ 
tillery, moved from the direc­ 
tion of Laos for the attack on 
the camp.

FIGHT CONTINUES 
A major fight that broke out 
Tuesday one mile north of Tan 
Son Nhut air base in the sub­ 
urbs of Saigon was reported still 
going on Wednesday morning. 
The enemy, estimated at battal­ 
ion strength, was pulling back 
under the pressure of reinforced 
South Vietnamese troops. 
One account said 128 enemy 
bodies had been found in the 
area, but this was not officially 
confirmed. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
reported several small clashes 
in Saigon during the night, most 
in the Chinese Cholon sector. 
Six Viet Cong were said to have 
been killed and four South Viet­ 
namese soldiers wounded. 
At Hue, Associated Press cor­ 
respondent John Lengel report­ 
ed that Communists blew up the 
main 
bridge 
connecting 
the 
north and south sides of the city 
early Wednesday. He said they 
dropped the two center spans of 
the six-span structure.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — New 
York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
despite repeated denials that he 
is a candidate for President, 
was place on Wisconsin’s April 2 
presidential prim ary ballot Tues­ 
day by a bipartisan nominating 
committee.

Charles 
Percy of Illinois on the Republi­ 
can ballot against announced 
candidates form er Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon and Michi­ 
gan Gov.

Reagan, who had said pre­ 
viously he would not campaign 
in Wisconsin, said he would not 
change his stand.

Of the six, only Nixon, Rom­ 
ney and Stassen are declared 
candidates for the GOP presi­ 
dential nomination. 
A person named to the ballot 
can remove his nam e only if he 
signs an affidavit that he is not 
and does not intend to become a 
candidate 
for president. 
The 
deadline for filing the disclai­ 
m er is Feb. 29. 
On split votes, the committee 
defeated attempts to place the 
nam es of Sen. Robert Kennedy 
of New York and form er Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama on 
the ballot. 
President Johnson and Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy of Minnesota 


were the only Democrats named. 
In New York, Kennedy said 
he was not surprised. 
“I asked them not to place me 
on the ballot,” he said in an in­ 
terview on radio station WEVD. 
“I am not a candidate for Presi­ 
dent,” adding with a smile, “ as 
I have said before.” 
The com m ittee, 
created by 
the 1967 state legislature, was 
set up to m ake the Wisconsin 
primary more meaningful. Four 
years ago, W allace ran against 
former 
Gov. 
John 
Reynolds, 
who acted as a stand-in for 
Johnson, and obtained a surpris­ 
ing 33 per cent of the Democrat­ 
ic vote. 


•Bud” Marquette, 
59 year old president of the

Civil Rights Bill Passes Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
administration’s civil rights pro­ 
tection bill won an initial victo­ 
ry in the Senate Tuesday, by a 
54-29 vote. But it was a victory 
that may turn to ashes. 
“What disturbs me is that we 
may wind up with nothing,” Ma­ 
jority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., said in an interview 
after the vote. 
Republican Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois similarly 
told newsmen the upshot might 
be “no bill at all.” 
The vote tabled, and thus 
killed, a substitute offered by 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 
for the administration bill which 
is designed to protect Negroes 
and other civil rights workers 
from racial violence. 
The tabling motion was made 
by Son. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
and forced the first vote on the 
legislation after nearly three 
weeks of desultory debate.

Minn., offered an open housing 
amendment to the administra­ 
tion bill that further inflamed 
the controversy over the meas­ 
ure. 
JVIondales’ amendment pro­ 
vides for prohibiting, in stages 
over a three-year period, dis­ 
crimination in the sale or rental 
of housing except for owner-oc­ 
cupied dwellings of up to four 
units. 
Mansfield and Dirksen said 
they were notified only a short 
time in advance of Hart’s ta­ 
bling motion. The party leaders 
had been trying to work out a 
compromise between the admin­ 
istration bill and Ervin’s substi­ 
tute but had not reached an 
agreement. 
Dirksen urged the Senate to 
reject the tabling motion, say­ 
ing the door should be left open 
for further exploratory talks. 
Mansfield supported H art’s 
motion, but he said after the 
vote, “It looks like the possibili­ 
ty of a compromise has been se­ 
riously ham pered.” 
In the absence of a compro­ 
mise, he said, the bill may be­ 
come weighted down with so 
many amendments that the end 
result may be no civil rights 
legislation.

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Mystery of the Halves 


Officials of the U. S. Mint continue 
to insist the production oí half dollars 
is catching up with demand, but what 
they really mean is the shortage is not 
quite so critical as it was several years 
ago. 
It is possible even to get one in 
change once in a long while. 
Potts- 
tonians still feel elated if they get a half 
in change. 


But the shortage is by no means 
over. Although nearly 900 million Ken­ 
nedy halves have been turned out in the 
last four years, there are still none to 
speak of in circulation. Since about half 
of these coins was made of the clad 
metal, their intrinsic value is far lower 
than their face value as a coin. 


The relative worthlessness of the 
last 400 million or more which have 
gone into private hoards is proof that 
the hoarding mania which continues to 
surround these coins stems more from 
sentimentality attached to a martyred 
President’s likeness than to thought of 
disposal at a later date at a premium. 


Undaunted, the Treasury tentatively 
is scheduling the production of 200 mil­ 
lion more halves in the fiscal year be­ 
ginning July 1. 
While Mint officials 
continue to exude confidence they are 
gaining on demand, they are able to 


point to only one major city — New 
York — where the coins are elleged to 
be in relatively plentiful supply. 


Bankers familiar with the habits of 
New Yorkers insist the reason is sophis­ 
ticated New Yorkers consider the coin 
too unwieldlv and show aversion to it. 


One logical suggestion 
has been 
made to change the design of the half 
dollar away from the Kennedy likeness, 
perhaps back to the earlier Ben Frank­ 
lin or Standing Liberty design. Perhaps 
that would not be a wise political move 
for the present administiation, espec­ 
ially in an election year. 


And coin designs aren't supposed to 
be changed oftener than every 25 years. 
But unless half dollars begin appear­ 
ing in general circulation soon, some 
more effective solution will have to be 
found than routinely stamping hundreds 
of millions more for the horders each 
year. 


People soon will become so accus­ 
tomed to doing without their fifth piece 
of coinage, they will save any they come 
across simply because they will have 
forgotten the coins were meant to be 
spent. 


Perhaps that has already happened. 


Opulence Palls 


Jean Paul Getty, perhaps the world’s 
richest man, owns a mansion in England 
in which the bath taps are made of 
solid gold. 
Is some mysterious quality 
added to the water, whether hot or cold, 
that flows through 14 karat gold taps, 
much as tea is said to taste better from 
an eggshell china cup than from more 
common clay? 


Getty, whose reactions to the world 
around him are studied by others with 
that reverential curiosity * reserved for 
the famous or wealthy, is probably in­ 
different to the taps. 
Immense, selt-

Infrared Devices Give 


Man Deep Insights 


With infrared instruments, men can see 
down into the earth and detect water flowing 
underground. 


Airborne geologists, using an infrared scan­ 
ner as an aerial divining rod over the coast of 
Hawaii, have charted underground streams of 
rainwater flowing toward the sea. Now Hawaii’s 
housing developers have a clear idea where to 
dig wells. 
Infrared instruments will go aboard the 
United States Geological Surveys Earth Re­ 
sources Observation Satellite (EROS), expected 
to be launched by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in 1969 or 1970. 
The 
infrared equipment should a i d detertion of 
fresh water beneath the surface of deserts. 


Equipped with camera and film sensitive to 
infrared radiation, an airplane pilot can fly over 
farmland and locate crops that are diseased. 
In oats, for instance, leaves attacked by the yel­ 
low dwarf virus appear distinctly darker on 
infrared film than normal leaves. 


Foresters have even found they can survey 
trees from the air with infrared and pick out 
those that are losing their vigor three years 
before their failing condition would be noticed 
by observers on the ground. 


Similarly, a military airplane flying over a 
Vietnamese jungle can detect freshly cut trails 
because dying vegetation shows up darker on 
film than living plants. 


Infrared’s history began in 1800 when Sir 
William Herschel noticed that a thermometer 
registered a higher temperature in the red 
part of the spectrum than in the blue, and a 
still higher temperature just outside the red 
where nothing could be seen. 


Gradually scientists discovered more and 
more about this invisible form of radiant energy, 
lake visible light, infrared does not require any 
known material as the means of its propagation. 
Infrared consists of waves having different 
lengths and frequency: it travels at the rate of 
186.000 miles per second. 


From the work of pioneer scientists came 
the electramagnetic spectrum — an enormous 
expansion of the spectrum revealed when a 
prism breaks up white light into its constituent 
colors, or wavelengths. 


The spectrum includes—in order of increas­ 
ing wavelength—cosmic rays, gamma rays, X 
rays, ultraviolet rays, visible light rays, infrared 
rays, microwaves, and television and radio 
waves. 
Infrared was only a scientific curiosity until 
chemists began using it in the 1930’s to identity 
chemical groups. World War II brought the 
“snooperscope’ —an infrared device that sees 
through enemy comouflage. The 4 sniperscope” 
— a rifle-mounted device— enables a soldier to 
spot a target in the dark. 
After the war. engineers developed the Side­ 
winder. a missle that uses infrared devices »o 
home in on a hot target. 
Doctors discovered that a malignant tumor 
has a higher temperature than a benign growth, 
hence infrared can be used to detect a serious 
condition in a patient without exploratory sur­ 
gery. 
Curiously, insects employed infrared eons 
before 
man 
Entomologists say 
night-flyirg 
moths find food and mates with infrared de­ 
tectors. 


NEW ISLAND 
The Pacific isle of Nauru, the newest mem­ 
ber of the world's growing family of nations, 
once was called “the loneliest island in a lonelv 
sea.” 
The cight-square-mile atoll lies west of the 
Gilbert Islands just south of the Equator, the 
National Geographic Society says. The United 
Nations recently approved statehood for Nauru, 
effective Jan. 31. 
Nauru, unlike most emerging nations, enters 
independence with formidable assets. Nauruans 
enjoy one of the highest living standards in the 
Pacific. 
Per capita income exceeds that of 
Australia, which has administered the island as 
a U N. Trust Territory since World War II. 
The 6000 islanders are not burdened with 
taxes or unemployment; they enjoy free schools, 
medical care, electricity, and water. Neat, mod­ 
ern homes nestle among the palms. 
Nauru’s economy thrives on deposits of rich 
phosphate. This ancient fertilizer was deposited 
by generations of seabirds as the coral island 
was forming. 


An American whaling skipper discovered the 
remote atoll in 1798, and called it Pleasant 
Island. He delighted in its palm-fringed shore­ 
line and gracious brown-skinned people, who 
are closely related to the Polynesians. 
The Nauruans were superb fishermen and 
seafarers. Their graceful outrigger canoes cleav­ 
ed the surf. 


Early visitors thought that Nauru held the 
remains of a vanished civilization. From the sea, 
one voyager reported seeing “ruined temples and 
castle towers.” The ruins were actually eroded 
coral pinnacles. 


The islanders’ initial contacts with civiliza­ 
tion were not always beneficial. European trad­ 
ers exchanged guns and trinkets for provisions. 
Intertribal warfare and disease ravaged the 
population.

No Repeat Performance This Year 


The one thing that seem s certain about 
Governor Shafer’s $2 billion 
budget to be 
presented to the Legislature today is that a 
repeat performance of 
1967 is not 
on the 
agenda. 
In fact it is generally felt that the budget 
will be cleared at an early date this year 
(w hatever “ early date” might mean) for a 
bit of a far cry from final 
clearance 
last 
Dec. 21 of the current fiscal tom e—some five 
months after the 1967-68 
fiscal 
year 
had 
started. 
The Governor’s declaration that he will 
ask for no new taxes has gone down 
well 
with legislative leaders on both sides of the 
political aisle—who this y ear face the fact 
that it is an election year for members of the 
legislative branch, as well as the President 
and other odds and ends. 
It is simply not a year for taxes, parti­ 
cularly after last year's hassle 
over 
the 
$300 million tax increase program that fin­ 
ally went on the books. 
Curiously, although administration Repub­ 
licans continue to control 
both 
House and 
Senate they still will not have enough votes 
in the 203-seat House of Representatives to 
pass legislation on their own—until after the 
April 23 primaries when 
special 
elections 


have been scheduled to fill vacancies. 
Thus no matter what timetable 
the ad­ 
ministration may have in mind 
for 
either 
fiscal or non-fiscal legislation, it will have 
to wait until after April 23 if it 
hopes to 
move anythng on its own without Democra­ 
tic support. 
After this week’s gathering of the legisla­ 
tive braves, the 
Constitutional 
convention 
recess will pick up where it 
left off 
and 
continue to March 
4 
when the Legislature 
originally had scheduled its return to active 
duty. 
As for Shafer’s budget, chances are good 
committee hearings will 
tie up 
the fiscal 
monster 
until 
sometime 
in 
May at 
the 
earliest, meaning that it will not 
come be­ 
fore the (under-strength) 
GOP bloc in the 
House until after the prim ary election when 
Republicans (hopefully) expect to pick up a 
few' seats to provide them 
with 
adequate 
strength to move the budget and other legis­ 
lation on their own. 
As for opposition legislative Democrats, 
although in the minority in both House and 
Senate, the closeness of the 
alignment a s ­ 
sures them of a voice this year at least. 
They will be more intent than administra­ 
tion 
Republican 
legislators in 
trying to 


whittle down Shafer’s budgetary requests in 
areas where they sincerely believe cuts can 
be made. 
As for their 
success 
or effectiveness, 
what developed last year along this line 
should not occur again this year. 
It will be recalled that one of the prime 
hold-ups in the budget bus last year was the 
inability of the administration to muster its 
own people in back of the fiscal program. 
This was basically because sufficient sup­ 
port within GOP 
ranks 
could not be ob­ 
tained for the tax increase measures, which 
resulted in the end in Democrats reluctantly 
providing the necessary support — but not 
until they had their day of fully haranging 
the Republican Shafer administration! 
This year the tax increase issue is miss­ 
ing from the fiscal front which should mean 
simple and adequate support within the GOP 
blocs alone to assure speedy passage of the 
Shafer budgetary requests (once the primary 
is over, that is). 
The general expectation now is that by the 
time the grass 
mowers are 
in full 
buzz, 
Pennsylvania's 1968 legislative session should 
be over and done with — particularly with 
legislative campaigning in the offing, to say 
nothing of overall cam paign chores.

Professor Reveals

“ We are carefully planting H-bombs all along it. Of 
course, we are not lying when we say these ‘lost’ bombs are 
not armed. 
But when we are not emphasizing is the fact 
that no H-bombs are armed until needed. Then they are a rm ­ 
ed by radio, with a signal sent from Omaha. 
This can be 
done whether the bomb is in a plane or under the sea.” 
“ Why are we doing this, professor?” 
“ That should be obvious. 
When we get enough H-bombs 
in place, around the world along the fault, with a push of a 
button we will be able to crack the earth in half, like a w al­ 
nut. Then we can tell Russia th a t should she attack us, we ll 
destroy the world.” 
“ Golly N ed!” I said, “the ‘Doomsday Machine.’ Just like 
in “ Dr. Strangelove’.” 
“ You've got it. Any day now I expect the White House 
to reveal what we've been doing. Then Russia will con­ 
struct a ‘Doomsday’ machine of its own. At that point 
everyone will scrap his bombers and missiles, nobody will 
dare attack anyone else and, in this way, peace, at last will 
come to the world.” 
“ Gee, that would be keen.”

Heliports Will Ad

But now it is only too obvious that if man is to survive 
in the noisy, polluted world of today (and, doubtless, to­ 
morrow), he can only do so with sanity if he loses as quick­ 
ly as possible his senses of hearing, smell and taste.

newspapers—daily, 
semi-weekly

That heliport is still a m atter of angry controversy. 
The city was forced, as a halfhearted compromise, to for­ 
bid use of that heliport before 8 a.m. and after 8 p.m. But 
residents still cry that the daytime noise is intolerable. 
Now a new heliport is to be built at 61st street and the 
East river, in the very heart of one of the city's expensive 
residential districts, and only about 10 blocks north of the 
United Nations and the fabulously expensive apartment- 
house complexes that cluster around it. 
It is generally agreed that since World War II only the 
very rich live with any degree of comfort' in this over­ 
crowded, 
overpolluted, 
traffic-congested 
city. 
The 
poor 
endnre; the middle class escapes to exurbia and the rest^ 
of us put up with what we cannot seem to change. 
Now 
it is to be m ade equally intolerable for The Beautiful People. 
Nor is torture by helicopter all the story. 
Two Short 
Take-Off and Landing (STOL) airports are contemplated, 
one to be built out over the Hudson river and one in the 
East river. 
It passeth 
understanding that city officials 
are en­ 
thusiastic about both the heliports and the STOLs. 
It is 
especially ironic that the STOL over the Hudson river will 
parallel Lincoln center, which shelters the Metropolitan 
Opera house, Philharmonic hall and a complex of theatres 
built as if millions were going out of fashion. 
Can even “ Aida” drown out the sound of STOL in full 
operation or a helicopter seeking its heliport?

11 Hikers 
Die in Snow 
On Mountain 


MEXICO CITY (A P ) — Elev­ 
en of 29 Mexican hikers from a 
Jesuit school perished on the 
frozen slopes of an extinct vol­ 
cano where they w ere trapped 
Sunday 
by 
a 
blinding 
snow­ 
storm, the Red Cross reported 
Tuesday night. 
A 
helicopter 
rescue 
squad 
said 14 other students and four 
Jesuit priests survived the or­ 
deal at the 14,100-foot level of Iz- 
taccihuatl, the sm aller of two 
landm ark 
snow-capped 
peaks 
about 30 miles southeast of Mex­ 
ico City. 
A radio report had said 12 stu­ 
dents died, but new sm en who 
accompanied a helicopter to the 
scene reported one student was 
revived by h eart m assage. The 
survivors w ere said to be in 
poor condition, som e suffering 
from frostbite. 
Searchers reached the hikers, 
but helicopters sent from Mexi­ 
co City could not land on the 
slopes. About 300 Red Cross, Al­ 
pine rescue squad m em bers and 
arm y 
paratroopers 
were 
in­ 
volved in the rescue operation. 
The rescue effort was started 
after a television relay station 
near the 17,343-foot peak of Iz- 
taccihuatl picked up a faint dis­ 
tress call from a walkie-talkie 
carried by the hikers. 
Iztaccinhatl and its neighbor 
peak, 
17,761-foot 
Popocatepetl, 
have been the scene of many 
hiking accidents and air crashes 
over the years.

from

ences and w ere m em bers of an 
Alpine club.
